SOON TO FAGE HIGH TRIBUNAL 


LO N D O N . Ju ly 3. —The former German Emperor 


will soon be placed on trial. 
Premier Lloyd George made 


this announcement in the House of Commons today in 
his report on the peace negotiations. 
The German army, the Premier said, w as at present 


inadequate to disturb the peace of the feeblest of the neigh­ 
bors of Germany. 
I he Premier declared that the tribunal which would 


try the former Em peror would sit in London. 
The terms of the treaty with Germany in some re­ 
spects were terrible, the Premier said, hut terrible were 
the deeds which justified it and still more terrible would 
have been the consequences if Germany had succeeded. 
German officers who had committed appalling infamy 


the Premier added, would also be placed on trial. 
Mr. George declared that the British delegation had 


taken a stand resolutely opposing any attempt to put a . 
predom inantly German population under Polish rule. 


AMERICA BGUNB TR AID FRANCE 


P A R IS , JU L Y 3.— (Associated Press)— The text of 
Pie agreements between France and tile United States and 
France and Great Britain were given out by the Foreign 
<-dice late tonight. 
The agreement with the United States cites articles 
of the peace treaty prohibiting Germany from fortifying 
either the right or the left bank of the Rhine or assembling 
forces within 30 miles west of the Rhine, and provides thai 
in case these provisions do not assure France proper seem* 
it v and protection, the United States is hound to come im­ 
mediately to the aid of France if any unprovoked act of 
aggression is made against her by Germany. 
It is provided that the treaty s lilt 11 he submitted to the 
council of the League of Nations,

whether to recognize it as an engagement in conformity 
with the league covenant, and also provides that the treaty 
shall he submitted to the United States Senate and the 
French Parliament for approval.
